Report Says State Losing 


Much Revenue; Also 
That Safety of Employes 
Are Imperiled 


COLUMBUS, July 18.—Lack of 


facilities of the state industrial re- 
lations department to thoroughly 
inspect steam boilers of Ohio con- 
stitutes a serious menace to life 
and safety of employes of industrial 
plants, according to an official re- 
port made public today. 
Examiner Hoopengarner, of the 


steam engineers division of the 
state industrial relations depart- 
ment, who submitted the findings 
to the governor said that 5,000 
boilers go uninspected each year. 


He recommended that field in- 
spectors be provided with automo- 
biles to increase their territory. 


An expenditure of $10.000 in in- 
creasing facilities would add $48,- 
000 to the state's revenue from 
boiler inspection, Hoopengarner de- 
clared. 
Because the state refused to In- 
crease the salary of one highly effi- 
cient clerk $5 a week, she resigned. 
Mistakes by her successors cost the 
state over $1.000 in eight months 
time, according to the report.
